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Board of Ed. approves pay raises for employees

The Estill County Board of 
Education voted to approve pay 
raises for school employees and 
approved a decrease in the property 
tax rate for the 2012-2013 school 


year at its meeting last week. 

Superintendent Bert Hensley 
suggested to the board a pay raise 
that would be equal for all school 
employees. The solution is applying 
different raises based on whether 
employees are certified or classified. 

Beginning with the September 
payroll, all certified employees will 


be paid an additional $300 annu¬ 
ally and all classified employees will 
receive an additional 20 cents on 
the hour. 

Treasurer Angela Howell said at 
first the differences seem strange, 
but once the math is done and totals 
are calculated, it averages to be 
almost the same across the board 


for employees. 

“It is as close as we could get,” 
Hensley said. 

The amendment to the sal¬ 
ary schedules will show up on 
Septembers paychecks for school 
employees but will also be retro- 
dated to allow employees’ pay for 
July and August to reflect the new 


salary schedule. 

The board also voted to decrease 
the Estill County property tax rate 
to 43.1. 

“The easiest way to understand 
what that means is that for every

Man arrested for

An Irvine man has been arrested for imprisoning his 
wife and refusing to let her eat. 

Estill County Sheriff’s Deputy Karl Rifenbark arrested 
Eugene Rawlins, 73, of Sweet Lick Road, last week after 
finding his wife, Ethel Rawlins, trapped in the back 
room of their home. 

Rifenbark responded to the home after a caller 
requested he check the welfare of Ethel Rawlins. When 
he arrived, Eugene Rawlins came to the door waving

Fiscal Court approves 
bridge recommendations

The Estill County Fiscal 
Court took care of a lengthy 
agenda at its meeting 
Monday. 

The court accepted several 
budgets and took a number 
of actions including making 
recommendations for bridge 
replacements and advertising 
for a new recycling truck. 

Estill County Judge- 
Executive Wallace Taylor pre¬ 
sented two bridges that had 
been inspected and deemed 
in need of work to the magis¬ 


trates. The bridges, on Walton 
Road and Ticky Fork, would 
receive improvements because 
of money alloted to the county 
specifically for bridges. 

Taylor said the bridge on 
Walton Road is a good struc¬ 
ture but needs work because 
it is becoming a safety haz¬ 
ard for motorists. He said if 
the bridge is approved for the 
project the concrete and black 
top would be pulled off the 
structure and decking would 
be put down.

$100,000 worth of property, the owner would pay 
$431,” Hensley said. 

The rate is the lowest rate in the previous 10 years. 

The 10-year average of the previous rates has been 
44.6 with a consecutive four percent increase each year 
between the 2002-2003 and the 2008-2009 school years. 
A compensating tax rate increase was approved for the 
last three school years. 

Hensley said the reason the board was able to approve 
lowering the rate was because of an increase in assessed 
value in the county from approximately $429 million to 
$440 million. 

“Anytime the property value goes up the rate can go 
down,” he said. 

The board also voted to approve the motor vehi¬ 
cle and watercraft tax at 54.8. The board projects 
$1,888,159 of tax revenue for this fiscal year. 

In other business: 

•Hensley congratulated Estill County High School 
students Kayla Banks, Rebecca Edmonson and Wendy 
White for receiving gold recognition for their Family, 
Career and Community Leaders of America (FCCLA) 
project at the 2012 FCCLA National Leadership 
Conference. 

•The board discussed projected proficiency rates 
based on a study linking EXPLORE and K-PREP tests. 
The study suggests that “when aligning standards to 
college readiness expectations, it is anticipated the 
number of students in proficient or higher categories 
will significantly decrease.” Based on the study students 
at the elementary level will experience a 36 percent 
decrease in reading and a 37 percent decrease in math. 
Students at the middle school level will experience a 30 
percent decrease in reading and a 29 percent decrease in 
math and students at the high school level will experi¬ 
ence a 25 percent decrease in reading and a 10 percent 
decrease in math. 

•Carol Brooks, Berea Early Childhood Regional 
Training Center director, congratulated Estill County 
schools on the outcome of the Preschool Program 
Review conducted in the district last spring. South 
Irvine PK Center was the only school in the review to 
have no findings or violations of regulations. 

•The board approved requiring criminal background 
checks every three years for volunteers with the schools 
paying the required $10. 

•The board approved a van purchase from Bunt Gross 
Auto Sales for $21,900 to be used for transporting small 
groups of students for extracurriculars. 

•The board approved an out-of-state travel request for 
the ECHS boys basketball team for tournament play in 
Wise, Va.

said he didn’t think the second 
bridge recommended on Ticky Fork 
was used often enough to need imme¬ 
diate attention. He and the other 
magistrates expressed concern about 
other bridges in the county, specifi¬ 
cally one on Eades Drive. 

Taylor said the bridge on Eades 
Drive had been looked at before and 
had even been selected for work but 
because of its condition, questions 
remain about what can even be done 
to improve the bridge. 

“There are so many homes near 
Eades Drive the work has be some¬ 
thing quick,” he said. “No one can fig¬ 
ure out how to fix that bridge.” 

Taylor said the bridge on Walton 
Road needed to submitted as a rec¬ 
ommendation and needed attention 
“no matter what.” Three other bridges 
including Ticky Fork, Eades Drive 
and one at Fitchburg past Aldersgate 
Camp will also be submitted for rec¬ 
ommendation. 

The court also heard from Tommy 
Mullins, an assistant at the Estill 
County Animal Shelter, who said he 
was “really excited” about statistics 
he was able to present to the council 
Monday. 

“We had a record month for July,” 
he said. 


Mullins reported the shelter saw 
192 animals in July, an average of 42 
per week, with only a one percent 
put-down rate. 

Taylor said during a previous law¬ 
suit involving the animal shelter the 
rate was as high as 40 to 50 percent. 

Mullins said many of the animals 
were put down for health reasons and 
several were brought to the shelter 
from a dog fighting ring. He said the 
county gets $25 from every animal 
brought to the shelter from other 
counties and each animal adopted 
brings in an additional $25. 

Rader said he was glad to see the 
shelter doing well. 

“I don’t think we’re ever going to 
make money off of a dog pound,” 
he said. “But I think we’re doing OK 
with our costs.” 

Taylor also told the council he 
wanted to begin discussing two issues 
that may arise when winter storms hit 
the county: a new recycling truck and 
filling positions on the road depart¬ 
ment. 

Currently, a road department truck 
is being used to haul the recycling 
trailer. The county’s previous recy¬ 
cling truck broke down and a truck 
has been borrowed to pull the trailer. 
The borrowed truck is also equipped 
to be used with snow plows and 
Taylor is concerned the county will be 
short a plow when winter storms hit 
if the court doesn’t begin looking for 


an alternative for the recycling truck. 

“I don’t want to wait until 
November and be short a truck when 
the snow hits,” Taylor said. 

The magistrates agreed to begin 
looking for recycling trucks or small¬ 
er trucks that could serve multiple 
functions. 

Taylor also told the court the road 
department would be short two 
employees soon. One employee left 
and another is looking into retiring 
this year. 

Taylor said he is concerned when 
snow hits the department won’t have 
enough employees to run the snow 
plows. He said if the court made a 
decision before the winter months 
the newly hired employees would 
have time to train and learn the roads 
before having to work the plows in 
the winter. 

In other business the court: 

•Voted to accept the Red Lick 
Watershed Budget 

•Voted to accept the Industrial 
Development Authority Budget 

•Voted to accept the Estill County 
Library Tax rate 

•Voted to accept the Estill County 
Conservation District tax rate 

•Voted to accept the Ambulance

•Approved the July bank reconcili¬ 
ation 

•Approved intrafund transfers to 
the jail and road department.

a .22 revolver pistol at him and 
Deputy Russell “Doc” Morris. 

When the officers told Eugene 
why they were at the residence he 
informed them his wife was not 
home. He told them she was away in 
McKee. 

Rifenbark said he could hear a 
noise coming from the back of the 


hallway inside in the house. 

Rifenbark said as he was mov¬ 
ing toward the back of the hallways 
Eugene insisted he was not allowed 
to be there and had “no right going 
through his residence.” 

Once in the back, officers found 
Ethel. According to the uniform cita¬ 
tion, she was scared and crying. 

Ethel told the officers her husband 
had locked her in the room and 
assaulted her multiple times. She said 
her husband would not let her leave. 

Ethel also said her husband 


wouldn’t let her eat while she was 
trapped in the room. 

Ethel was transported to Marcum & 
Wallace Memorial Hospital. 

Eugene was arrested and charged 
with fourth degree assualt (domes¬ 
tic violence), first degree unlawful 
imprisonment and first degree wan¬ 
ton endangerment of a police officer. 

Bond was set at $10,000 cash. 

His preliminary hearing in Estill 
County District Court was Aug. 20. 

He pleaded not guilty to all charges.

Bridge repair to cause lane closure 

A bridge repair project scheduled to begin Friday, Aug. 24 on KY 1571 in Estill County will 
result in one-lane traffic and delays for motorists using this highway 

Temporary signals will control traffic at the bridge crossing Millers Creek near KY 52. These 
temporary signals will be in place for approximately 30 days as work on a bridge deck overlay 
project proceeds. This will affect traffic between Irvine/Ravenna and Beattyville, as well as 
travel from Lee and Owsley counties to Richmond. 

During the project, the route will be restricted to vehicles less than 12 feet wide. Vehicles 
wider than 12 feet will need to find an alternate route around the project. Overwidth vehicles 
can use KY 52 across the mountain at Tipton Ridge as a detour route. 

Drivers should slow down as they approach this construction zone, watch for stopped traf¬ 
fic and obey the temporary traffic signals. Motorists are asked to “Drive Smart” in this and all 
other work zones and be aware of workers, traffic control devices and construction equipment 
when traveling in this and other areas where projects are ongoing. 

City of Ravenna closes out rehab project 

The City of Ravenna City Council had an special open meeting last week to close of the 
Ravenna scattered-site homeowner rehabilitation project in the city. 

Travis Estridge of Community & Economic Development Associates, Inc., the community 
block grant funds had been used to complete minor rehabilitation of three homes and recon¬ 
struction of an additional six homes. 

He said all grant requirements had been met for the project. 

The city will begin applying for a second round of funding in September. 

Estridge said the second round of funding would not be confirmed until spring or summer 
of next year. But, if awarded, the grant money would be used to continue rehabilitation or 
reconstruction of ten homes in Ravenna. 

Ravenna mayor reports vandalism at park 

Ravenna Mayor Charles Crowe reported vandalism at the Veteran's Memorial Park last 
week. 

Crowe said for the "seventh or eighth" time individuals have become destructive while using 
the park. 

In the past, vandals have damaged the bricks used in the memorial at the park and torn the 
handles off of sinks in the restrooms. 

Crowe and City Clerk Kim Parks said the vandals took the destruction to a new level this 
time. 

"They actually smeared feces on the walls of the bathroom," Parks said. "It was all over." 

City workers have been responsible for cleaning up the damage and Crowe said he and 
Ravenna Police Chief Ken White have some suspects that they believe took part in some of the 
vandalism. 

Crowe also said cameras at the park are being used to try to catch the vandals. 

"If we can find out who it is, they will be banned from the park indefinitely," Crowe said. 

Crowe said the bathrooms at the park have been damaged or vandalized several times. 
Typically, the vandalism is occurring just before the bathrooms are closed between 8:30 and 
9 p.m. 

If anyone has information about the damages and vandalism, they are asked to call Ravenna 
City Hall at 723-3332.

Since I started working here in May I have 
covered my fair share of crime stories. Ive 
been exposed to stories about prostitution, 
abuse, attempted murder and armed robbery 
Every week there 
is something ter¬ 
rible that I cover. 

It seems that I 
am less shocked or 
startled as my time 
as a new reporter 
goes by to hear 
that someone tried 
to kill their brother 
over a bottle of 
whiskey or robbed 
a store with a gun 
(or a metal pipe) 
and made off with 
thousands of dol¬ 
lars. 

I have started to develop a sort of shell that 
no longer lets me be surprised by the stupid¬ 
ity, indecency and evil of many people. 

However, last week when I called Ravenna 
City Hall to ask Kim Parks what time a meet¬ 
ing would be, that shell cracked a little and I 
found myself disgusted and dismayed. 


Kim told me the mayor of Ravenna, 

Charles Crowe, had some information about 
vandalism in the city to share with me. 

She told me someone had vandalized the 
restrooms at the park in Ravenna. 

At first, I wasn’t shocked, since May, I’ve 
been told about vandalism at the park several 
times. This time, though, things went to the 
extreme. 

Apparently, the vandals thought it neces¬ 
sary to spread feces across the walls of the 
restrooms at the park. 

When Kim told me this my nose instantly 
curled and my stomach turned at the thought 
that someone could ever do such a thing. 

I am even more disappointed that this dis¬ 
gusting thing happened at a park meant to 
memorialize and honor the men and women 
who offered their time, energy and, some¬ 
times, their lives, for our freedoms. 

As the daughter of a veteran, I find that 
I often have more respect and appreciation 
for servicemen and servicewomen than the 
average person. I also know, though, that the 
people of Estill County do a lot to support, 
encourage and honor those who serve in our 
country’s military. 

This is why I am so incredibly shocked 


that someone would go so far as to vandalize 
a war memorial and disrespect a park dedi¬ 
cated to veterans in such a way as to spread 
human waste on the walls of it’s restrooms. 

From my personal experience, I can see the 
City of Ravenna City Council takes a lot of 
pride in the park. I know council members 
dedicate their time and energy to making 
sure the landscaping looks presentable and 
the city has invested a lot of money into the 
park. 

After attending numerous city council 
meetings in Ravenna, I know the six coun¬ 
cil members and the mayor are invested in 
establishing a nice, clean and friendly park 
for the people of Estill County. 

I have to say to know people are destroying 
it just for personal pleasure makes me sad. 


It makes me sad that someone has so little 
respect for the city, the military and the com¬ 
munity to do such a disgusting thing. 

I sincerely hope the city is able to find the 
people doing these things and I hope any¬ 
one that has any information would share 
it with the mayor or the Ravenna Police 
Department. 

More than anything, I hope the other 
people who use the park will cherish it, 
appreciate it and take good care of it not only 
because it memorializes American heroes but 
because it is a beautiful service the city is able 
to offer.

I think I saw my life pass before my eyes 
the other afternoon as I drove home. Less 
than a mile from the house, I met a vehicle 
straddling the yellow line. 

I expected the driver to swerve back on 
his or her side of the road; instead, the van 
veered even further in my direction. 

Just as things were about to get ugly, the 
other driver must have decided to take a 
look at the road. We narrowly avoided a 
head-on collision. 

For a few brief seconds I felt weak with 
relief--then I felt mad. I punched the horn 
on my steering wheel—which didn’t work, 
of course. I really wanted to yell some 
“unpleasantries” at that driver. 

All of us have been guilty of distracted 
driving at one time or the other, myself 
included. 

A child cries from the back seat, or sib¬ 
lings pick at each other, and a parent turns 
to see what’s going on. The next thing he or 
she knows, they’re about to run out of the 
road. Even reaching for a French fry can 
be distracting. 

Lately, though, I’ve noticed a disturbing 
trend. It seems like at least once or twice a 
week, I’m meeting someone on our country 
road who is driving right in the middle of 
it. 

I know we have a drug problem in this 
county, and some drunk drivers too, but I 
suspect that cell-phone use might be the 
reason for much of the distracted driving 


I see. 

Those who are driving impaired tend to 
weave and drive erratically. Then there are 
those who just come right at you. 

I have no idea what the person who 
almost hit me was doing. Perhaps they 
were swatting at a bee or something, for all 
I know. 

Texting while driving has got to be one of 
the stupidest behaviors known to human¬ 
kind. I’m sorry if that offends anyone, but 
it’s the truth. 

It’s a good thing I’m a terrible texter, or 
I’d probably be guilty of trying it myself. 

We all do stupid things. 

I recently read an amazing story about a 
21 year-old who texted, “I need to quit tex¬ 
ting because I could die in a car accident,” 
then he drove off a bridge into a ravine. 

His neck was broken, his skull fractured 
and he ended up with serious brain inju¬ 
ries. He spent six months in the hospital, 
and now feels that his life was spared so he 
could warn people not to text and drive. 

Texting is not only risky, but it is against 
the law in Kentucky. That includes writing, 
sending or reading any kind of text on a 
cell phone or any other personal communi¬ 
cation device. 

Kentucky’s texting law is a primary law, 
which means that an officer needs no other 
reason for pulling a person over except that 
he or she saw someone texting. 

Kentucky is one of only 11 states where 
cell phone use is still legal while driving. 

Public awareness campaigns can be pret¬ 
ty effective in changing people’s minds and 
behaviors. Take the push for seat belt laws, 
for example. 

I began to wear my seat belt faithfully 
when I read that a sudden stop at five 
miles an hour can create enough impact to 
implant a radio knob into an eye socket. 

Bizarre, I know, but sometimes it takes 
that to be effective. 

Consider this my public safety mes¬ 
sage of the day. Please pay attention when 
you’re driving, and I’ll try to do the same.

KSP Participates in ‘Drive Sober or Get 
Pulled Over’ Kick Off 


Kentucky State Police (KSP) partnered with Lexington Police, 
Bourbon County Sheriff’s Office, Paris Police and the Kentucky 
Office of Highway Safety to kick off the national ‘Drive Sober 
or Get Pulled Over’ impaired driving campaign. 

Starting this week, law enforcement agencies across the 
country will hold similar events in an effort to remove impaired 
drivers from the roadways. This effort is funded through 
NHTSA (National Highway Traffic Safety Administration) and 
runs through Labor Day weekend. 

New NHTSA statistics show that 70 percent of deaths in 
drunk driving crashes (2010) involved drivers with a blood 
alcohol level of nearly twice the .08 legal limit. The horrific 
result is that alcohol-impaired crashes account for nearly one 


in three deaths on U.S. roadways each year. That is equivalent 
of one death every 51 minutes. 

In Kentucky last year, there were over 4,000 alcohol related 
crashes resulting in over 2,000 injuries and 158 deaths. 

KSP Captain David Jude said that the heightened police pres¬ 
ence during the annual summer campaign has helped to curb 
fatal crashes, but impaired driving continues to be a problem. 

“Impaired driving is something law enforcement focus 
on every day,” says Jude. “Having the added emphasis of a 
national campaign with media and educational components 
helps remind drivers about the dangers and consequences of 
drunk driving.”

CRP Participants May Request Authorization to Conduct 
Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP Acres 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announces the opportunity for Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) participants to 
request authorization to conduct emergency haying or grazing on specific CRP acres. Eligible producers who are interested in 
applying for approval to conduct Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP land located in Kentucky must request and obtain 
individual written approval from FSA before any haying or grazing starts. Participants will be assessed a 10 percent payment 
reduction on their annual rental payment for the acres actually hayed or grazed. 

Interested CRP participants are required to submit a request to FSA and obtain a modified conservation plan to hay and/or 
graze under emergency provisions. The same acres may not be hayed and grazed under the same emergency designation. 
Emergency haying or grazing is not allowed within 120 feet of any stream or water body. Specified portions of each field or 
contiguous fields must be left or grazed with limited stock for wildlife purposes. 

Emergency haying or grazing is restricted to specific practices that are 12 months past being determined as fully established by 
the agency. Participants shall not start any haying or grazing activity until individual written approval is received for the CRP 
contract request. Approved haying authorization will end not later than August 31st. Approved grazing authorization will end 
not later than September 30th. 

To take advantage of the emergency haying and grazing provisions, approved participants can use the CRP acreage for their 
own livestock or may grant another livestock producer use of the CRP acreage for the purpose of haying or grazing.

Center that administers the CRP contract. 

Opportunity for Continuous CRP Enrollment of Highly Erodible Cropland 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announced that continuous sign-up for the Highly Erodible Land (HEL) Initiative under 
the Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) started on July 23, 2012. Kentucky received a total allocation of 39,400 acres to 
enroll in the HELI CRP program. Offers will be accepted until either the state acreage allocation limit is reached or September 
30, 2012 whichever occurs first. 

This initiative will accept offers with an erosion rate of at least 20 tons per acre per year for new cropland or CRP acres that 
expire on September 30, 2012; however, existing grass stands that are not considered expiring CRP will not be considered 
eligible for enrollment. Eligible cropland must also have a history of being cropped 4 out of 6 years, 2002 through 2007. 
Eligible CRP contracts set to expire on September 30, 2012, may be offered for consideration and approved contracts will 
become effective October 1,2012. The contract duration is also 10 years.

Cookbook focuses on history as well as recipes

At the farmers’ market there’s always plenty 
of debate about which variety of beans and 
corn are the tastiest. 

One thing’s for sure, a good ol’ country diet 
would not be complete without beans, corn, 
potatoes and tomatoes. 

But do you ever wonder why we are partial 
to particular foods in different parts of the 
country? 

I like history, and I like food, so when I hap¬ 
pened upon a cookbook about Appalachian 
food ways that included far more than recipes, 
I knew I’d found a good read. 

The title of this book is a mouth¬ 
ful. Smokehouse Ham, Spoon Bread and 
Scuppernong Wine: The Folklore and Art of 
Southern Appalachian Cooking was written by 
Joseph E. Dabney and claims to be “A celebra¬ 
tion of food lore handed down from Scotland, 
England, Ireland, Germany, and the Cherokee 
nation.” 

That it is. Our food traditions are a huge 


part of our local culture, and this book, all 
500 plus pages of it, covers those connections 
thoroughly. 

This tenth-year anniversary edition explains 
how settlers—mostly English, Scotch-Irish and 
German—headed south hundreds of years 
ago on The Great Philadelphia Wagon Road, 
which wound from Philadelphia toward the 
shores of South Carolina. 

Many of us who live in the hills of 
Kentucky today are descended from settlers 
who branched off the Wagon Road onto the 
Wilderness Road in Virginia and traveled west 
to claim cheap land and settle here. 

The book includes chapters on the social 
aspect of food, like corn shuckings, church 
dinners and “work frolics.” 

There’s a section about cooking and preserv¬ 
ing--salting, drying, smoking, canning, etc. 

Whole chapters are devoted to the famil¬ 
iar foods our mothers and grandmothers 
made. There’s a chapter on cornbread and 
biscuits. Another focuses on mountain bev¬ 
erages including buttermilk, moonshine, and 
sassafras tea. 

There’s a chapter on fresh vegetables like 
wild greens, Irish potatoes and Indian Squash. 
I found it interesting that many of the foods 
we favor today and grow in our gardens were 
introduced to our forefathers by kind Native 
Americans. Had they not done so, more of the 
earliest settlers would have starved than did. 

One of the first laws passed in Jamestown, 
VA was that each family had to plant a des¬ 
ignated number of acres of corn, so there 


would be enough for both the settlers and 
their horses. 

Green beans are another staple of country 
cooking, and I can’t imagine summer without 
them. 

The Indians, or Native Americans, intro¬ 
duced them to the settlers too, and taught 
them to plant beans alongside the corn. They 
also taught the settlers how to thread beans 
on strings and hang them to dry. Come win¬ 
tertime, they’d have shuck beans or “leather 
britches” to eat. 

Squash is another summer favorite for 
which we can thank Native Americans. They 
were cultivating more than twenty varieties of 
squash before the birth of Christ, according to 
the book, including cushaw, that large green 
and white striped squash that was also called 
“Indian Pumpkin.” 

I guess we’re part Indian, because most of 
my family still prefers cushaw pie over pump¬ 
kin pie at Thanksgiving. 

The book ends with a chapter of tradi¬ 
tional blessings. I like this one that’s said 
to be inscribed on the wall of an old inn in 
Lancaster, England: “Give us, Lord, a bit o’sun, 
A bit o’work and a bit o’fun, Give us all in the 
struggle and sputter, Our daily bread and a bit 
o’ butter.” 

Amen. 

Anecdotes like these make this book so 
much more than a collection of recipes, but 
a record of a way of life that is still familiar to 
many of us. 

I can’t neglect to mention the chapter on 


desserts. There are recipes for all the moun¬ 
tain favorites: apple stack cake, dried apple 
pies, and custard pies. 

There’s also a recipe for a basic nut cake 
that sounds a lot like the hickory nut cake that 
Granny Bicknell makes for Christmas. The 
recipe can also be made with black walnuts. 

Walnuts and hickory nuts are already begin¬ 
ning to fall to the ground; now’s the time to 
make plans to gather some for this recipe. 

Hickory Nut/Black Walnut Cake 

1 cups all-purpose flour 
Vi cup butter, softened but not melted 
1 cup sugar 
3 egg yolks 
1 cup milk 

teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
3 egg whites, well beaten 
1 cup finely chopped black walnuts or 
hickory nuts 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Sift the flour 
three times and measure out the 1 Vz cups 
needed. In large bowl, cream the butter with 
the sugar. Slowly add the egg yolks and beat 
well. Add the milk, followed by the flour 
and baking powder. Add vanilla and fold in 
the well-beaten egg whites. Next, fold in the 
chopped nuts. Into a greased, floured tube 
pan, pour the batter, and bake at 375 degrees 
for about 1 hour, or until cake tests done. This 
cake is good plain or with a caramel frosting. 


READER’S RECIPES 


Bourbon Balls 

Frieda Holliman, Irvine 

1 box confectioner’s sugar 

1 stick of butter 

11/2 tsp. cream 

1 tsp. vanilla 

2 tsp. Kentucky Bourbon 

Mix all ingredients. Form small balls 
and store over night in refrigerator on 
a pan covered with wax paper. In a 
saucepan over low heat, mix 1 pack¬ 
age of chocolate bars. Shave off paraffin 
until mixture becomes glossy. Take off 
stove; dip in bourbon balls with tooth 
pick until covered well. Put on dish until 
candy sets. Cover with half pecans. 

Candied Sweet Potatoes 

Frieda Holliman, Irvine 

2 large cans sweet potatoes 

1 can shredded pineapple 

2 Tbsp. butter 

1/2 cup dark corn syrup 

Small bag of marshmallows 

Arrange in layers in baking dish. Bake 
at 350 degrees for 25 minutes. Take out; 
add marshmallows and sprinkle brown 
sugar on top of sweet potatoes. Place 
in oven on broil. Place dish on second 
rack. Brown marshmallows until golden 
brown. Cool and serve. 

Broccoli Casserole 

Frieda Holliman, Irvine 

2 pkgs. chopped cooked broccoli, 
drained 

1/2 lb. cheese, grated 

1/4 cup milk 


1/2 cup melted butter 
1/4 lb. Ritz Crackers (about 30), 
crushed 

Butter casserole dish. Then layer broc¬ 
coli and cheese. Continue until all is 
used. Pour milk over broccoli and cheese. 
Then add crushed Ritz crackers. Drizzle 
melted butter over top of crackers. Bake 
at 350 degrees for 20-30 minutes until 
golden brown. 

Stuffed Cabbage Rolls 

Frieda Holliman, Irvine 

12 large cabbage leaves 
11/4 lbs. ground beef 
2 tsp. salt 
1/2 tsp. pepper 
1 cup rice 

1 small onion, chopped 

1 e gg 

1/2 tsp. poultry seasoning 

2 tsp. oil 

2 (8 oz.) can tomato sauce 
Mix meat, salt, pepper, rice, onion, 
seasoning, and egg together. Divide in 
12 ball like equal portions and roll into 
cabbage leaves using tooth picks to hold 
rolls together. Brown cabbage leave rolls 
in oil. Then place in cooker; cover with 
tomato sauce and cook until done, 20- 
25 minutes.

3. The successful bidder at sale, at bidder’s own expense, may carry fire and extended insurance coverage on the improvements 
from the date of sale until the purchase price is fully paid, in an amount at least sufficient to cover a loss to the extent of the court 
appraised value of the improvements on the real estate or the unpaid balance of the purchase price is fully paid, in the amount 
whichever is less, with the loss payable clause to the Master Commissioner. Failure of the purchaser to effect such insurance 
coverage shall not affect the validity of the sale or the purchaser’s liability there under, but shall entitle, but not require, any party 
adjudicated an interest in the real estate, after giving notice to the Master Commissioner, to effect said insurance and furnish 
evidence of the policy to the Master Commissioner. The premium of the insurance policy shall then be charged to the purchaser as 
purchaser’s cost. 

4. In the event the Plaintiff becomes the purchaser of the real estate at the Master Commissioner’s sale, and it the Plaintiff’s bid if 
less that its lien adjudged herein, Plaintiff may comply with the terms of sale by taking credit upon this Judgment without making 
the cash deposit or execution the sale bond as provided for in this Judgment.
